HORROR ON TURKISH SHIP 


Pilgrims and Soldiers Bound for 


Mecca Ruthlessly Slain by 


Infuriated Crew. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 
April 23.—The 


latest reports show that from ISO to 200 
men were drowned or killed at the time 
of the wreck of the Turkish transport 
.Asian, near Ycmbo, the first news of 
whifh 
was telegraphed 
from 
Jiddah, 


Arabia, April 1. According to the nar- 
rative of a survivor, there was savage 
fi"hling between the soldiers and sailors 
for possession of the few boats belonging 
to tlie transport. 


The children and 
a. 
portion of the 


crew, the survivor adds, seized the boats 
and abandoned the ship, stabbing a-nd be- 
laboring with bludgeons the soldiers and 
pilgrims bound for Mecca, of which hit- 
ler (here were three hundred on 'board, 
who attempted to enter the boats. A 
mad panic ensued, many hurling them- 
Delves into the water, where they were 
drowned. At the. expiration of forty- 
eight hour* from the time the transport 
went ashore, boats from the coast res- 
cued the survivors.

Then he eulis'ted with the Thirtieth 


United Slates Infantry and WMU to the 
Philippines, where he has been the pa>t 
two years.

NEW YORK, April 23.—A despatch 


to the Herald from Berlin quotes the 
Post of that city as asserting that Ko- 
magnoli, the alleged anarchist, has been 
arrested. 


Commenting on the Berlin despatch, 


tin: Herald says: 


At police headquarters !n 
this city 


last night, it was said that nothing had 
been heard of the arrest of the anarchist 
Romagnoli, alias Romanisoo, alias 'Muel- 
ler. It was added that an anarchist 
iiiuned Komagnoli was known to have 
been an associate of Paterson anarchists 
hut no attempt has been made to keep 
track of his movements more than those 
of his class, while 
nothing has 
been 


heard of him for a long time. The news 
of his arrest was received at headquar 
ters with much satisfaction. 


The fact that 
the police of Germany 


were keeping a close watch on Romagn 
oli or Romanisso, or Mueller, whichever 
his name may be, has been known for 
some time. The ' fact was 
announced 


last week in a cablegram 
from Berth 


that the police force of Germany, es 
pccially at the seaports, were 
cagerlj 


watching for tbe arrival 
of this man 


who, it was aid, was on his way to eGr 
manv from Buenos Ayres. It has beer 
reported to the police of Berlin by th 
police authorities of the Argentina city 
that Romagnoli was about to visit Ger- 
many with the object of taking the life 
of Emperor William. 


Anarchists in 1'aterson acknowledged 


that they knew a man named Romagn- 
oli, 
but investigation showed that the 


person whose 
description they gnve 


could not possibly be the anarchist men- 
tioned in the despatches—was, in fact, 
living quietly in West Hoboken at the 
time. 


BERLIN". April 23.—Emperor William 


regards the news of the plot npiinst his 
life as "Tartar .news/' but he approves 
the comprehensive steps now taken 
to 


forestall the alleged 'plotters. The cm- 
press saw an account of the plot aud 
immediately warned the emperor, who 
joked about the matter, thus removing 
her disquiet.
